PATENT, Dated January 4, 1860. 


Recites: Petition filed by Bernard Murphy, March 9th, 1852, with the Board of Land Commissioners to ascertain and 
settle private land claims, claiming confirmation of his title to a tract of land called “Rancho del Ojo de Agua de la 
Coche,” situated in the County of Santa Clara, State of California, containing two square leagues of land, said claim being 
founded on a grant made to Juan Maria Hernandez on August 4th, 1835, by Jose Figuroa, then Governor of California, 
and approved by the Territorial Deputation August 19th, 1835. 

Decree of Confirmation rendered by said Board of Land Commissioners July 21st, 1853, in favor of claimant, which 
said decree was on appeal affirmed by the District Court of the United States for the Northern District of California on 
January 18th, 1856, and said Court, adjudged, ordered and decreed, that the claim of the said Martin J. C. Murphy is valid 
and the same be, and is hereby contirmed. 

And whereas, it further appears from a certified transcript on file in the General Land Office, that the Attorney Gene- 
ral of the United States, having given notice that no appeal to the Supreme Court of the United States would be prosecuted 
in this case, the aforesaid District Court, on the 18th day of November, 1856, ordered, adjudged and decreed, that the 
claimant have leave to proceed under the decree of this Court heretofore rendered in his favor, as on final decree. 

And whereas under the 13th section of the said Act of 3d March, 1851, there have been presented to the Com- 
missioner of the General Land Office, a plat and certificate of the Survey of the tract of land confirmed as aforesaid, authen- 
ticated August 19th, 1857, by the signature of the Surveyor General of the Public lands in California, which plat and 
certificate are in the words and figures following, to wit : : 

(Here follows plat, with field notes of the survey of said Rancho) containing 8927 10-100 acres of land and being 
designated upon the plats of the public surveys as Lot number 38 in Township 9 South of range 2 East: Lot number 38 in 
Township 9 South of Range 3 East: Lot number 37 in Township 9 South of Range 4 East, and Lut number 37 in Township 
10 South of Range 3 East of the Mount Diablo Meridian. 

Now &c., Do give and grant unto the said Martin J. C. Murphy, as the heir of Bernard Murphy, deceased, and to his 
heirs, the tract of land embraced and described in the foregoing survey: but with the stipulation that in virtue of the 15th 
Section of the said Act, the confirmation of this claim and this Patent shall not affect the interest of third persons. 

To have and to hold the said tracts with the appurtenances, unto the said Martin J. C. Murphy as the heir of Bernard 
Murphy, deceased, and to his heirs and assigns forever.

Pueblo, the title to which was acquired throngh the deceased General Don Jose Iigueroa, at that time Governor of these 
departments, under date of the fourth of August, one thousand eight hundred and thirty-five, as is evidenced by the docu- 
ments which he has presented and which I certify | have examined. Which said Rancho with all the rights appurtenant 
thereto, he sells to the aforesaid Don Carlos Maria Weber in the sum of eleven hundred dollars, which sum was delivered 
to the aforementioned vender at the time of the sale. Considering from this date the contract as concluded, and therefore 
he cedes all the right of ownership, concession and possession which the seid party has to the land to the aforesaid Don 
Carlos Maria Weber, and from this day henceforth and forever he disposesses himself, releases and separates his heirs and 
successors from the estate, possession, and whatever other rights which he may have to the aforesaid land, he cedes the same 
in behalf of the purchaser, so that he may peacefully possess and enjoy the same and make thereof the use which may 
suit him, he may enter and possess himself of said land and take the possession thereof which by law to him belongs, and 
for the validity of this sale the grantor obligates himself personally, and his property in possession and expectancy thereto, 


and with them he submits himself to the judicial powers and jurisdiction of the Judges who may have cognizance thereof 


of whatever station they may be, so that for the fulfillment thereof they may compel and bind him thereto as by decision 
rendered in virtue of a final judgment. He renounces all the Jaws in his favor in virtue whereof he so executed and 
signed before me and the witnesses of assistance for want of a Notary Public, the Instrumentals being the citizens Salvio 
Pacheco, Dolores Pacheco, and Jose Fernandez.
